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Before His Time 


TpHE HEAUNG POWERS OF TIME were nwer 
A more dramatically re\’cale<i than in the overall 
reaction In Britain to the passing of Edward, the 
Duke of Windsor. 

During the week following his death in France 
and the final rites "back home" a wannth of feel¬ 
ing for a man once scorned flowed daily fiom the 
British press. Indicating the extent to which the 
people have fbrgiven his desertion of them 36 
years ago for twice-divorced Mrs. Wallis Simpson. 

PeVhapa the feeling is best summed up in an 
editorial appearing in Tlie Sun stating: "The trage¬ 
dy of Edward, Duke of Windsor, was to be a man 
ahead of his time. But perhaps it is wrong to speak 
of tragedy. To lose a thrpne and to find lasting love 
may be to win a crown more precious than gold.” 

Undoubtedly there are those who will say 
"mush” to that but there is no question, as The 
Dally Ebcpress states, that despite the past theie 
remains "a vast fund of affection” for the former 
Prince of Wales who was respoasiblc, perhaps more 
than any other member of the royal family, for 
bringing the monarchy close to the people. 

That point Is st leased by The Dally Mail wbi<-h 
recalls how he went out of his way to meet the peo¬ 
ple “where they worked and lived,” shook hands 
with them and talked to them of their troubles. "If 
this sounds commonplace now. It should be remem- 
Iteied that Eidcc-ard, Pi-ime of Wales, went bvalka- 
Ixiut’ before Queen Elizabeth and Prince Philip 
were born." 

The Guardian deals differently with his desire 
"to take some of the stuffiness out of the mon¬ 
archy.” "The Imponderable might-have-been re¬ 
mains; if he had continued to be King, could he, by 
what he call^ occasional tilting at the creaking 
windmills of custom, have democratized the mon¬ 
archy in what we now think of as the Scandinavian 
style .., 

Not likely, says the newspaper. “Not only was 
his wish to marry a divorced American commoner 
resisted, but the political and couri establishment 
were already highly critical of his infoi-mallty and 
taste for Innovation.” 


Many of the ne\ spapers extend a warm hand 
to the widow. TTte Daily Telegraph writes: "The 
sympathy which goes out to the Duchess of Wind¬ 
sor today will no longer be mixed with the Embar¬ 
rassment, regret, and even censure which her 
name still aroioed in many minds until a few years 
ago . . , ”’ 

The Telegraph and The Times of London cred¬ 
it the Duke and the manner in which his abdication 
came about with adding to the strength of the 
monarchy. The former says it is not true to suggest 
that Ekhvaixi was driven into exile by an unfoi-giv- 
Ing family or an angry government. "His deci^on 
to live mainly abroad (he frequently made private 
visits to Britain) was his own. It sprang from the 
‘ determination to do nothing which might injure or 
embarrass the monarchy. It is to this unshakable 
resolve, as well as to the high qualities of his 
successors on the throne and the superlative skill 
with which the then Prime Minister Mr. Baldwin, 
handled the abdication crisis, that the strength of 
the crown today is due.” 

The Times observed "... Ax for the choice be¬ 
tween renunciations that he made, nothing that 
happened later either to the monarchy or to him¬ 
self dictates the conclusion that he was wrong. It 
says much for the British monaichy that the sliock 
and sori-ow of those events did not impair Its 
strength. For that, part of the credit belongs to the 
Duke of Windsor, who was determined to minimize 
tite disturbance of his abdication. He would coun¬ 
tenance neither intrigue nor rt>crimmation. He may 
have felt unable to sustain In loneliness the burden 
of his rcsponsIMlilies, but he was never moi'e 
mindful of them than in the manner of his going, 
and later in the patiemc with which he accepted an 
unnecessarily absolute disbarment from the kind of 
seivice to his people to which he had been born and 
bred.” 

The Scotsman concludes that Edward’s ab¬ 
dication appears "rather trivial” as things turned 
out. It was neither a di.saster for the monarchy or 
for him. "As Duke of Windsor he apparently had a 
very happy marriage. It would have been a real 
tragedy If he had not.” 


Premier Changes His Mind 


P REMIER W. A. C. BENNdT’S announcementi^ 
that his government will end succession duties 
and gift taxes next spring has been welcomed in 
Victoria as a boon to the "retirement Industry” 
which is a considerable part of the city’s economy. 
This will be one more inducement, on top of the 
climate, the scenery and the pleasant way of life, 
for more of the retired rich to make their homes in 
and around Victoria, since only All)erla does not 
now have succession duty. Of course it is always 
po.s.slble that most of (he other provinces will now 
follow Premier Bennett’s example. 

Welcome as the proposed removal of the ta.xes 
may be, it is a reminder that Premier Benneli can 
say "never” and then change his mind, without 
even giving a reason. 



ve years ago when Alberta started to rebate 
Lslon duties, Mr. Bennett declared that he 
d never advocate such a policy "as long as I’m 
premier and minister of finance.” And as recently 
as the last session, he was still defending the tax 
and saying "good riddance” to people who would 
depart for tax havens. 

Perhaps this Is why B.C. Hydro chairman Dr. 
Goi-don Shrum can so [X'l-sistently look forward to 
nuclear power for Vancouver Island, and Hydro 
director Kenneth Kiernan can talk about the 
Moran dam on the Fra.ser possibly being built as a 
flood-control device with power generation thrown 
in to pay for it, when neither development will ever' 
occur (so we are told) as long as Mr. Bennett is 
premier.

Traps

O NE of difflcultioa of 
Tomm^ntifiK on ttie ch* * 
cophony of daily ncwi in this 
crazy age ii semantic confu¬ 
sion. This confusion stems 
from the widely held assump¬ 
tion that the vocAbulary we 
use has a clearly defined 
meaning of universal validity. 

Thus, for example, hearing 
or seeing in print such lofty 
words as justice, freeilom. 
peace, deimicracy. we lake it 
for granted that there ran lie 
no misunderstanding of the 
concepts these expreesUms 
convey to us. 

This, unfortunstely, is not 
to. There are social syatems 
where practically every one 
of the household political 
terms we use means some¬ 
thing quite different. The dif¬ 
ference is rooted In the meta* 
phyikal foundations of diver¬ 
gent codes of ethics.

The result is that {leople 
used to ttiinking in lernis of 
the hasie principles of the Ju- 
deo-Chriatlan ethics are con¬ 
tinually baffled by the seem¬ 
ingly Ineomprehenathle twists 
and turns in the behavior of 
the totalitarian powers. 

For instance, a generation 


ago the Weshun tniml was 
halfled hy tl>e .So\ lel-Nazi 
jiai’t. The .same bewilderment 
aceomimnied .Stalin's lifpiida- 
Don of llie old Bolshevik 
guard. One day the world 
heard the ranking men In the 
Kremlin expilled as hero«*B of 
socialism, and the next day 
they were denounceil and ex- 
ecutetl^as traitors.

This is still going* on in the 
totalitarian stales, except for 
the “humanitarian" siitistltu- 
tion of lunatic asylums lor ex¬ 
ecutions.

Silencing of the Scientists 


I T is ia>t the siuentlxts or 
techn*ikigi»ta who are 
mainly reajxmsihle fop the 
technological blunders which 
thi'eaten. distort and disntpt 
civilization, hut the politicians 
and the managerial class, ac¬ 
cording to Professor Hannes 
Alfven of Sweden, who won 
the Noliel Prize in physics in 
1970.

Professor Alven, writing ip' 
the UNT-ISCO publication Im- 
pset of Science on Society, 
tells the story of a Swedish 
nuclear energy plant project 
which came to nothing. This 
was pro|K)sed hy the manage¬ 
ment of the Swedish Atomic 
Energy Company, effectively 
c«»ntrolled by the ministry of 
fximmerce and industry, on 
whose board Professor Alfven 
served in I9ti3. 

Originally, he says, tlie en¬ 
tire Uiard, including himself, 
approved a start on prepara¬ 
tions for the Markiven proj¬ 
ect. A year later, when the 
project came up for further 
discussion. It was clear that 
iU soundness was o{>en to 
doubt. “Developments abroad 
had followed different lines 
and the company’s research 
workers considered that the 
basic premises of the project 
were wrong. They were Ikiw- 
ever, forbidden hy the man¬ 
agement to voice their criti¬ 
cism.” 

At the same time Pnifessor 
Alfven was appointed /o a 
newly-created Scienep-Adviso- 
ry CounclT;—resplSnslhle for 
presenting the scientists' 
IH>int of view to the govern¬ 
ment. He conlinueil; "The 
group running the Markiven 
project made it clear that if I 
made public my critical stand 
on the project I could ex|)ecl 
repris{|ls in tlie form of cuts 
ill certain research giants to 
my institution which were 
under its eontixil. .Since I did 
rxit suhinll to tliis kind of 
pressure; the research grants 
were reduc<*d and my institu¬ 
tion found itself in a disas- 
tniUK iHMition, An unpleasant 
quarrel followed, with the re¬ 
sult that 1 felt obligeii to leave 
the country." 

Profes*>r Alfven went to tb# 
United States where, he says, 
there is an excellent tradition 
of 'lixiking after westiier- 
driveii Euroia'ans."

What hapf>ened next? Mar¬ 
kiven was built up to a

Furthermore, the people in 
positions of power, managers.

not liecMuse of scientific or 
technical competence, either 
in stale - owntKl or private 
companies, and generally 
have an economic or legal 
liackKnuind, while in state- 
owned enterprises they have 
also usually had political ca¬ 
reers.

Onrton-Grancey is not a recognized 
apiiellation, but a name lielonglng to tlie 
owner; lioth the red and white wines 
shipiied umler that name are excellent, 
and expensive.

Thiw inflatable boats powered by outboaixl 
motors have been purchased by the federal trans* 
port department to help improve marine rescue 
facilities for Vancouver Island, it was learned Mon¬ 
day. 

One of the fast Inshore rescue boats will be 
located in the Mayne Island area, ckiae to Active 
Pass, a second will be deployrd at Lone Beach and 
a third in Victoria, according to a tran^rt depart¬ 
ment statement. 

The Coast Guard will provide an officer for 
each boat and 18 univei-sity students will undergo 
a period of intensive training in small boat familiar¬ 
ization and handling, navigation and .search and 
rescue operations. 

The 560,000 project will be in the nature of an 
experiment to test the ivscue capability of the 
craft. 

They are expeiied to provide immediate sup¬ 
port to the .search and rescue capability on the west 
coast, particularly wheiv there is a high concentra¬ 
tion dl pleasure craft during the summer. 

The craft have a top speed of 20 knots and are 
15 feel long with flexible rubber sides they are able 
to go alongside other craft without being damaged 
and can easily pick up people out of the water. 

During the trial pt'iiod the boats will he I'e- 
stiicled to daylight operations liecause they do not 
cany radar. If thb Vancouver Lsland and region 
trial pixigram is successful, the transport depart¬ 
ment plans to extend u.se of the N’essels in waters 
across the country. 

No date has been announced for implementa¬ 
tion of the program and Tom Newell, co-ordinator 
of student emplo.vTnent for Canada Manpower, has 
had no instructions regarding the 18 students to be 
trained in the project.

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Radishes 


When HTttlng about tome foolproof 
type of floHor or ahrub, I have often 
uaed the exjvreuion — "ei ee«y to grow 
aa a radiah." Several readem have 
taken me to task fbr thU. claiming 
radiatiees aiYn’l all that easy to grow. 

I gueaa what I really meant waa 
easy germination: you pop a radiah 
accd ln .^ {round, and it cornea up^ a 
few days later, juat as sure as death 
and taxes. Rut while radish seeds never 
fail to germinate and grow, (here ere 
atill ■ few tiicka of the trade to be 
learned if you are to have mild and 
crimp radishes rather than peppery hivt 
ones, hard woody ones, hollow' simngy 
ones or the wormii sttecimeni so com- 
nKMv in many vegetable plots. 

^ A ★ * 

While radish seeds are not in the 
least fuaay as to their soil, they IX) 
have a mild * preference for ground 
which is reasonably fertile, loam which 
is Juat a bit on the sandy side, well 
drained and neither alkaline nor very 
acid. For the lechnicaUy minded, a pK 
range of 6.2 to 6.7 suits the radish to 
perfection. Actually, though, the textui'e 
of the soil is far more important than 
its fertility' or its acid-alkahne reaction. 

For this reason. 1 always make a a 


practice to mix a generous quantity of 
peat moaa Into the top two inches ofR 
eoll, in e strip about eight Inches wide, 
to keep the soil loose and friable and 
more retentive of moisture. To guard 
against wormy radishes, the peat mnsa 
la a>aked first in ■ solution of dlednan 
in water, two teblespounfuls per gallon. 

The-favorite eadieh Hi mtr famHy da 
Cherry Relie, a variety that ori^nated 
in Holland tome 17 yeai*s ago and one 
which la stocked nowadays by seeds¬ 
men evei’ywhere. Cherry Belle is a little 
beauty, as attractive to the eye as to 
the palate, round and smooth and red 
all over, with no white tip. ITvls is the 
fastest-growing of . all the radishes, 
ready to pull and eat In only 33 days 
from sowing. 

Another radish we grow la White Ici¬ 
cle, shaped like a small carrot and pure 
white in color. The flesh Is crisp in tex¬ 
ture and mild in flavor, and stripa of 
White Icicle contrast beautifully In tiie 
sala^ bowl or snack tray with the brigivt 
red of Cherry Belle. 

The most Important thing to re- 
memiver in the gi'owing of tasty ra- , 
dishes is this: Yrni camvot leave them m 
the gixiund indefinitely until you are 
ready to pull and eat them. This "fool 


bank" technique works fine with such 
good keepers aa carrots snd parsnips, 
but radishes are st their peak of flavor 
and crispness for only s few days after 
reselling maturity. 

If you don't start using your radishes ! 
as soon as Uiey are ready, they staii 
deteriorating in quality. ThU U un¬ 
doubtedly wtiy eo many Mkt compiain 
of w^>^my, woody. h>dl«iw. spongy or 
pepiiery radishes — they leave them In 
the ground too long.

This brings up anoUier Important 
point; Because the radish has such a 
very abort period of usefulneM. I think 
It U the height of hxiliahness to sow 
many radish seeds at any one time. I 
have known novices to sow a whole 
packet of seeds In one go, and of 
course, they all matured at the same 
time, creating a glut. 

IJltle and often Is the golden rule for 
sowing radish seeds, and In our family 
we sow Just three or four do/en seeds 
every weekend thn>ughout the spring 
and summer montlis, spacing the seeds 
I's inches apart in the row. In this wsy, 
we have a small new batch reaching 
their peak of crunchy goodness every 
week tlmiughout the growing season.

motorist'* reaction was 
considered nc4 unusual by ON 
ficer Frank BlankweH. Officer 
Blankwell (not his real name» 
was completing a loi^. tiring 
day on a ipot<hcck vehicle 
inspection lane near a major 
cit>'. He had been listening to 
alibis ranging from the ridicu* 
ious tu the less than sublime. 

Misaligned headlights? “It's 
the manufacturer's fault. 
They should make them so 
they don't go out of whack." 
the owner said. 

Bald tires? "I was going to 
get new ones but I haven't 
had time.” 

Bad shock ^absortjcrs? 
“Shock’'absorl)ers! What arc 
they?" 

As offerKling drivers were 
handed a nolation notice, re¬ 
quiring them to have the trou¬ 
ble repaired and bring the car 
back in 10 days for a recheck. 
Officer Blankuell was often 
greeted with a sc'^iwl orjnut- 
tered comments like, “Why 
aren't y«’U guys gi*ing after 
muggers?" 

Since 'vehicle instiections 
were introduced, better than 
30 per /cent of all cars tested 
have failed in at least one 
critical safety area. 

‘BETTI’IB 'niA.V AVEBAOET 

Officer Blankwell was run¬ 
ning a little lietter than the 
national average that day. He 
and his crew had checked bet¬ 
ter thHJi 5»l cars and 29 of 
them had defects. 

Brakes and tires were the 
most comnKM) failings with 
steering and misaligned lights 
ranking nc.xt. S>me of the 
cars insiicctKl looked like ref- 

mo mis 


ugecs from a scrap yard. Of* 
fioer Blankwell said: 

“We're accused of (Usortmi- 
nating against the poor man 
who oait't afford a new car 
but needs transiiortation to 
get to his job. And it bothers 
me to teH a man he can't 
drive his car. 

“But it would Ix^ther me 
et en more to puU him out of a 
wrecJi caused a tire failure 
at high speeds. 

“And it would bother me a 
heck of a lot more to see 
some child run down because 
srmieone with fault>' brakes 
couldn't stop in time.” 

Blankwell operates in an 
area that d«ies not have com¬ 
pulsory vehicle insi>ection. In¬ 
stead. it uses the spot check 
lane system where police in¬ 
spect cars at random. 

Said Blankwell, “I know* the 
arguments against compulso¬ 
ry inspection. CXir legislature 
apparently believes that pass¬ 
ing an inspection gives the 
naotorist a false sense of secu¬ 
rity and that he w<»n’t main¬ 
tain his car until the next 
check. 

‘1 personally can't buy that 
approach though. The consci¬ 
entious car ou-nor will take 
care of his car. The careless 
one needs prompting, even if 
it's only once or tu'ice a 
year." 

As Blankwell s crew was 
stowing their chock et{ui|>- 
ment for the day. a car dove 
by. Its tail pipe was bumping 
<»j tite pavement and the frf*nt 
wheels were wobbling. 

“That’s what I'm talking 
about." the officer said. 
“There are more ways to 
save lives than t«' nah a 
ger."
